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PREFACE

In the first “Ask Me Another!” book (in which the present writer 
got ninety-four!) those two amazing young scientists, the Messrs. Esty 
and Spafford, furnished the world with 2,000 questions, each question 
provided with an answer in good taste. 

Two thousand questions! An astonished world reeled as the realiza- 
tion came that these two earnest seekers after the truth, these inde- 
fatigable askers, had come nearer to mastering the question problem than 
anyone since the days of jesting Pilate. 

Up to that moment there had been only 867 known questions in 
the world. Most of these were European questions, but most of them 
had found their way into the hands of wealthy American collectors 
and were either in the Metropolitan Museum of Art or in private galleries 
such as that of J. P. Morgan. In many cases the answers had been lost 
and in many others the answers were foolish and obviously misfits. 

Instantly the question market was in an uproar. When the first 
“Ask Me Another” book (in which the present writer got ninety-four) 
appeared, values had to be shifted overnight. People who for ages had 
been used to 867 questions suddenly had to accustom themselves to the 
idea that 2,000 new questions had been discovered. 

Naturally there was chaos for a time. Charges were even levelled at 
Esty and Spafford from the floor of Congress and from the upper branches 
of a tree in Central Park. Most of the charges missed fire. Two or 
three which did take effect caused slight contusions on Esty and Spafford, 
who, like most scientists, bruise very easily. 

There was the usual outcry from the diehards, the old conserva- 
tives, who raised the cry that the 867 questions which were good enough 
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for a mew trial. Then, in a AH of inspiration, Esty took the stan 
and requested the privilege of asking one question before he and Spaffor 
went to the block. Permission was granted, so Esty asked the Doge pte 
is the highest mountain in the world and in what range itis. 

“Mont Blanc. Alps,” said the Doge. te 

Esty tald him he was wrong. i 

The Doge then guessed Mt. McKinley and was wrong. The sept 
bit his finger nails and there was a curious glint in his eyes. All the sub. a 
doges were crowding around now, suggesting answers. Even the prose- 
cuting attorney was sticking in an occasional oar. The Doge kept saying 
that he knew the answer; that it was on the tip of his tongue, but it just 
wouldn’t come. Suddenly, with a great shout, the prosecuting attorney. 
cried, “I know. It’s Mt. Everest, in the Himalayas, 29,141 feet above 
sea level.” The Doge was so mad at the prosecutor that he promptly ; 
had him arrested, tried; convicted, sentenced and hanged. In the con- 
fusion Esty and Spafford escaped to America. 

Nobody knows where this remarkable pair got the 2,000 questio: 
They do a good deal of puttering about in odd, out-of-the-way places 
and quite obviously it has been their good fortune to stumble on that — 
vast question mine of whose existence savants the world over had been 
aware for centuries, but which no explorer has ever been able to locate 
heretofore. 


There is no doubt of the beneficial effects of the question books. 


They exhilarate. They sweep the mind clear of cobwebs. They help to ; 
pass away the time on trains, at work or at funerals. Tt is easy to play 
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the game, once you catch the knack, which is simply this: if you know 
the answer, yell it before anybody else has a chance. If you don’t know 
the answer, adopt a superior, sneering attitude and make some remark 
about the unimportance of remembering a mass of trivial data. Say 
“Who cares?” or “What difference does it make?” 

T got ninety-four in my quiz. Really, it was nothing. Why, I was 
as fresh as a daisy when I finished. My triumph was decidedly tonic, 
too, for I had suffered greatly from feelings of inferiority. I was quite 
prepared to go through life admitting without argument that everybody 
else was brighter than I. I am mentioning this not because I want any 
chance reader to know that I got ninety-four, but because I feel sure 
other souls had the same experience. Nobody was more surprised than 
I when at the close of the competition I found that I was brighter, in 
varying degrees, than Dr. Frank Crane, Dr. Arthur Twining Hadley, 
president emeritus of Yale; Professor John Erskine, Anita Loos, Genevieve 
Tobin, Dorothy Parker, Ralph Barton, William Lyon Phelps, William T. 
Tilden I, Graham McNamee and others too numerous to mention, And 
I am almost as bright as Herbert Bayard Swope and Alice Duer Miller. 
Well, after all, what more can a fellow ask? 

Of course, I shall always try to make the good people whom I defeated 
feel at ease, but I suppose they naturally will feel a good deal of con- 
straint in the presence of a man who got ninety-four. It really makes no 
difference to me. I shall go on being almost the same person. Some of 
my best friends got fifty, but I am not going to desert them. I should 
be a cad were I to do so. 

I could haye got a hundred but Professor George Whicher was 
opposing me in the quiz we took and Mr. Whicher is an older man than 
I. Out of respect for his age and calling I purposely took pains to 
find out that he had got ninety-six, whereupon I immediately declared 
that the native habitat of the armadillo was not in South America, 
although I knew it was. That brought me down to ninety-four and 
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probably saved Mr. Whicher his post on the Amherst faculty. I think 
one never regrets a little act of chivalry like that. 

There is one feature of the question books I should like to speak of 
before closing. Quite by accident I discovered that it is just as much 
fun if you work back to the questions from the answers. I was looking 
up the answer to a question which read, “Who were Disraeli, Gladstone 
and Lord North”? ‘The answer said “Cheeses.” I suspected there must 
be something wrong there, and on investigation I found there was. 
Disraeli, Gladstone and Lord North were not cheeses. My eye had been 
at fault and had fallen on the answer to a question: “What are Cheddar, 
Edam, Stilton and Brie”? Then I got to dreaming about the possible 
questions you could fit to an answer like “Cheeses.” Before I knew it, 
it was half past nine o’clock and time for beddie-bed. I have developed 
this game and by thus working the book both ways I practically get two 
books for the price of one. Of course, I did the decent thing and 
sent Esty and Spafford a check for the price of an extra book. 

When, almost on the heels of their first 2,000 questions, they told 
me they had 2,000 more ready, I was frankly alarmed. I thought that, 
maddened by the success of their first “Ask Me Another!” they were 
rushing headlong into a pit. I told them they would get about two hun- 
dred questions for the next book and then get stuck. 

“What will the neighbors say then?” I reminded them. 

They were stubborn and said they didn’t care about the neighbors. 
Ina panic I scurried around raising questions here and there, thinking to 
help them out. I had some good ones, like “What’ll I do?” and “Has 
anybody here seen Kelly?” To my surprise, when I took my little store 
of questions to Esty and Spafford, they declined them with thanks, saying 
they had their second 2,000 already. I, like all of you, am now reduced 
to a state of open-mouthed astonishment. If Messrs. Esty and Spafford 
were to tell me tomorrow that they planned a book containing 10,000 
new questions, I don’t believe I should even bother to close my mouth. 
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HOW TO USE THE BOOK 


Since the greatest amount of entertainment from this book is derived 
from the chance afforded for mental competition, it has been arranged 
with the purpose of offering the maximum of such opportunity. 

The book has been so designed that it is possible for the reader to 
try himself out in competition with a list of opponents hand-picked by 
ourselves, but this is intended to be only the beginning of a larger list 
of opponents, hand-picked by each individual owner of the book. The 
value and interest of the list of scores on each quiz will constantly 
increase as the book is used. Space has been left after each question, so 
that a reader may jot down his answer in case he is taking a quiz by him- 
self; but when more than one person is involved, it is intended that the 
answers be given orally. 

‘There are many ways in which the book can be used as a game; as 
interesting variations, we suggest that 


x. A reader try himself against the scores given with each quiz. 

2. He try his friends against these scores and any additional scores 
which have been added. 

3. Two or more persons answer the questions in turn, being scored 
on the number of questions which they are asked. 

4. Two or more persons answer each question together, waiting 
until each has signified his readiness to answer. 

5. Four or more persons divide into teams, with spokesmen to voice 
the composite wisdom of each team. 

%. A group of persons answer in turn, using the principle of the 
spelling bee. 

7. A person be given a test which he has already taken (and to 
which he has heard the answers), after a short lapse of time, 
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to see how much he will improve his score. ‘This can be trie 
with or without warning the answerer. 4 


It is likely that each reader will develop his own technique for scor- 
ing. However, as a guide, we suggest as standard practice the method 
followed by ourselves in grading those whose names appear at the head 
of each quiz. i?) 

Since there are fifty questions to each quiz, two percentage points 
were given for a correct answer. In the main, the answers were con- 
sidered as wholly right or wholly wrong, but occasionally one point was 
given for a partial answer. No fractional credits were given, a question 


full credit. The answers as given in the book frequently contain more 
information than is needed, to satisfactorily answer the questions. What 
is ordinarily required is sufficient response to indicate a reasonable knowl 
edge of a subject. 
Perhaps the best general rule that can be followed is to require 
answers which are correct as to essentials, even though ancomplete 
to details.
